These affidavits are 
long, detailed, and specific, and are 
required to be made of personal 
knowledge. * The government has 
reason to believe there are dodgers 
and slackers a lurking In the land. 
To ferret out these the District 
Boards will have to have the services 
of secret service men who will inves¬ 
tigate all affidavits, where there Is 
AAyXbJUg JHliflcIftM* about .theuv 
with a view to prosecution. The 
penalUft which may result from a 
false or careless affidavit are exceed¬ 
ingly severe.
